NEW YORK Wholesale bread 
prices have been advanced by the 
chain bakers in the New York metro- 
politan area l¢ on the pound loaf 
starting July 10. The first to an- 
nounce the changes were the Conti- 
nental and Gordon baking companies 
and others in this group have fol- 
iowed suit. Retail grocers advanced 
their prices to consumers from 16¢ 
to 17¢ for the loaf 


Increases of l¢ were announced 
earlier in Boston, Albany and Colum- 
bus. New England, New Jersey, up- 
per New York State and some parts 
of Ohio have already reflected the 
advance and indications are that 
there will be similar moves in the

Bread Taste, “Feel,““ Aroma to Get 
Scrutiny of K-State Research Men

Isolation and synthesis of the sub- 
stances which are responsible for the 
pleasant aroma of freshly baked 
bread is the goal of another research 
project. Prof. Johnson said that if 
this can be accomplished, it would 
be possible to synthesize the esters 
responsible and the synthetic com- 
pound might be used as an aromatic 
spray on bread wrappers, etc., thus 
increasing the sales appeal 

In another project the use of honey 
as an adjunct to sugar or as a sub- 
stitute for it will be studied by Loren 
B. Smith, a graduate of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Baking. Chicago. The 
baking industry is the largest user 
of honey, but In recent years, ite use 
has declined somewhat, Mr. Smith 
said. The American Honey Assen. and

WASHINGTON Western FEuro- 
pean sugar supplies are “comfortable, 
adequate for the needs until the new 
Western Hemisphere crop is avail- 
able.” These are the words of Dr. D 
A. FitzGerald, deputy director of the 
Economic Cooperation Administration 
in charge of food supply 

Dr. FitzGerald stated further that 
“ECA procurement authorizations 
for the balance of this sugar crop 
year are insignificant and if raw 
sugar prices move into higher ground 
even these negligible procurement 
orders will be cancelled.” 

Cuban sugar stocks are estimated 
in the magnitude of 19 million tons 
of raw sugar, of which approximate- 
ly 850,000 tons is being held as a 
reserve against US. requirements this 
year. Sugar industry experts say that 
Us domestic sugar requirements 
should not exceed 450.000 to 300.000 
tons, which, if taken by US. refiners 
would leave a Cuban stockpile of over 
1 million tons of raw sugar at the 
time of the new harvest
